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‘The Sutro Tunnel has been pushed on ton dis- 
tanes’ of 18,400 feet, being within Afty feet of the 
great combination mining shaft, (Comstock lode,) 
where its nsefaltoss and valoe will be tested. The 
sound of the biasts can be heard in the Comstock 
workings, complete connection with which will 
be made by April 1,-1878, Thus far the expend. 
itere bas been $2,880,597 ; about $260,000 will be 
teqaired to complete the work, and $500,000 more 
to equip it. The object of the tunnel is to afford 
a-natural outlet for the waters of the bonanza 
tines, now pumped up from the depth of 2,300 
feet, at an annual cos’. of nearly $3,000,000, With 
the tunnel it will only be necessary to raise it to 
the 1,800 feet level. Besides, the tannel will af- 
ford ventilation, and so do away with the neces- 
sity for expensive mining, where, the atmosphere 
being at 120 degrees and the water at 160 degrees, 
a miner cannot work more than five minutes ata 
stretch, having then to take refage in cooling 


chambers,.to which-compressed air is forced, 
Farther, the cost of moving the ore from the bot- 
tom of the shafts to the open air will be by the 
tunnel $150 a day, as against $4,500 by the pres- 
ent system of hoisting.

The {isthmus of Darien Canal. 

At a recent meeting of the Paris Academy of 
Sciences a paper was read by M, De Lesseps, in 
which some further particulars ate given of the 
proposed canal across the Istbmusof Darien to con- 
nect the Atlantic with the Pacific Ocean. The 
line advocated by M. De Lesseps, starting from 
the Pacific coast, asconds in the first place the 
river Tuyra as far as the island of Piriaque or 
Alligators. From this poiat a straight eutting, 
16,200 metres long, connects the Turay with the 
Chacunaqae, near the point where the Tupisa flows. 
tato this Jatter river. The line theo ascends the 
Chucanaque for 11,400 metres, then, turning to 
the northeast, continues up the valley of the Tia- 
ti, to the point where, for reasons of economy, it 
would be preferable to make a tunnel rather than 
continue a deep catting. This tunnel passes to 
the south of the Peak of Gandi, under the remark- 
able ridge, from which-on the one side an arm of 
the Tuquessa, the Tupisa, and the Tiati flow down 
toward the Pacific, and on the other the Tolo and 
the Acanti to the Atlantic, Ono emerging the 
canal continues through an open cu:ting about 
10 kilometres long, down the valleys of the Acan- 
ti and Tolo to the deep waters of Port Candi, The 
probable length of the tunnel is estimated at be- 
tween 13 and 14 kilometres, and the cost of mak- 
ing the whole canal at 600,000,000 francs, Since

WITNESSING THE GREAT TESTING MACHINE AT THE 
AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE, 


The Tyndall Association held its regular meet- 
ing on Saturday evening at the Obio Agricultural 
and Mechanical College, in one of the basement 
rooms connected with the physical laboratory. 
This room contains the massive Testing Machine 
made by Rieble’ Bros, Philadelphia, and recently 
purchased at an outlay of $1,000. The purpose 
of the machine is to test the strength of materials, 
such as the various woods, iron, steel, building 
stones, etc., and is 30 atranged as to test equally 
well the tenacity of tensile strength, the resistance 
to transverse stralo, wad resistance to pressure. |, 
By means of hydrostatic pressure a force of 42,- 
000 pounds can quickly be applied to the speci- 
men to be tested ; shonld the specimen yield be- 
fore this enormous strain is reached, the reading 
on a levet-arm, not unlike the arm to common 
seales, shows the exact ee ——B———

to break it ; a piece of bar iron, 3¢ inch square, 
broke with 18, 60 pounds; while.a bar of Besse- 
mer steel, scant 4g inch square, only gave way 
with 80,320 pounds, The last two tests showed 
very conclusively the comparative strength of iron 
and Bessemer steel, These four specimens were 
furnished by Mr, William Hayden, A piece of 
hickory one inch by one-half inch broke with 10,- 
460 pounds, and a piece of black walnut, same 
size, with 3,270 pounds. The arrangement ‘of the 
machine for transverse tests was shcwn by break- 
ing a bar of applewood one inch square and ore 
foot long, supported at the ends and weight ap- 
plied in the middle, with only 960 pounds, A 
two-inch cabe of white Waverly sandstone. was 
next. crushed with 12,560 pounds, . Inch cubes of 
oak reqaired 7,000 and 8,300 pounds to crush 
them. The specimens of wood wefe from the 
Obio Tool Company. ‘The last experiment was 
the breaking of a 16-16-inch iron screw bolt from 
the Hocking Valley railroad shops, which requir. 
ed 25,850 pounds. 

All specimens of metals stretched very percept. 
ibly before breaking, becoming of less diameter 
near the place of rupture. It is interesting to no- 
tice the heat generated when this stretching takes 
place, due, as is believed, to molecular friction. 
Prof, Mendenhall is ready and desirous to make 
tests of the comparative strength of the various 
materials used by manufacturers and builders.— 
Columbus Evening Dispatch, Nev. 18, 1877.
